INQUIRY BEGUN INTO 


~ BURNING OF DIRIGIBLE 


‘Commander of C-2 Believes 
| Pulling Out of Fabric 
Caused Accident. 


| SAN ANTONIO, Tex. Oct. 18.—A 
‘board of inquiry, consisting of Lieu- 
tenant-Colone] A. G. Fisher, Capt. 
G. W. McEntire and Lieut. Donald 
Hutchins of Brookfield, began an 
inquiry today to determine causes of 
the explosion which destroyed the 
army dirigible C-2 yesterday morn- 
ing, just as it was preparing to start 
On an exhibition flight over the city 
with 11 passengers 


Fight of the 11 
were injured by jumping from 15 to 
20 feet from the dirigib!e just before 
its hydrogen gas and gasoline vapors 
ignited, but none was hurt serious'y. 

The 192-foot dirigible, which had 
completed a cross-country 
from Langley Field, Va... to San 
Francisco, and was on its homeward 
voyage, ts a complete wreck with no 
salvage possible 

Maj. H. A. Strauss, commander of 
the C-2. is expected to testify before 
the tnaquiry board to his belief the 
accident was caused by fabric pulling 
out of the envelope as the dirigible 
started from the Brooks Field 
hangar. This. in the opinion of some 
officers. implies that the fabric used 
in constructing the dirig'hble was not 
up to standard Mai. Strauss estit- 
mated the valve of the C-2 at $70,- 
000 It originally cost the Govern- 
ment $270,000. 

A statement on the direct cause 
accident, made bv Maj 
Strauss. who was slightly ![nfured, 
sald: “I ordered the ship back Into 
the hangar. Just as we started, an- 
other guest (of wind) came and the 
fabric to which the windward han- 
diing guy was attached pulled loose, 
another “andiinge guy broke under 
the sud¢en pressure, and the third 
handling guy failed. releasing the 
bag and permitting it to swing to 
the leeward. Into the concrete struc- 
ture at the base of the hangar door. 
The bag was torn 

“As the bag became loose the car 
broke in two places. Thirty seconds 
after the car was broken the hydro- 
gen in the envelope took fire

“There is only one solution— 
a Franco-Russian alliance.’ 

“Everything is leading up to such 
an alliance. Russians yearn for it. 
Our first step should be to exhibit 
our good will toward Russia by in- 
sisting that she be represented at 
any conference gettling the question 
of the Dardanelles.”

Le 
Temps declares: 

“To have a European policy it its 
necessary to take Russia into con- 
sideration.

Against Decreased Production. 

The President took occasion also 
to deplore any movement by the 
farmers looking toward decrease of 
production and said the natural re- 
sult of such a movement would be 
famine prices.

POLITICS AND THE BENCH. 

“Tt ig vital to the welfare of the people that the 
courts of justice be divorced from political machines: 
and made absolutely free from political control.” | 

This sentence from the appeal to voters issued by 
the Democratic lawyers of the city ought to be in- 
dorsed, and not only indorsed but adopted as-a pol-| 
| icy by all good citizens. The consequences of machine 
/domination in judicial elections and political control 
‘in courts of justice have been exposed time and 
‘again. Nearly all the corruption in courts of justice 
arises from political control. Criminals, through po-| 
litical pulls, either escape punishment for their crimes 
altogether or escape with light penalties. The law's 
delays, trivial technicalities, are utilized to paralyze 
'the administration of justice. The henchmen of po- 

litical bosses prey upon the community and laugh 
at law. In civil suits favor rules and those with pulls 
‘gain advantage over those without pulls. 

The evils of political contro! or influence fn courts 
must be eliminated if courts are not to become travres- 
ties, and public respect for the courts is to be re- 

tained. No way has yet been found by which courts 
‘can be completely divorced from politics, but devices 
| by which political influences may be curbed and min-

DRY LAWLESSNESS. | 

Great Britain hes declined the American proposal 
for “an internation! 1rrangement between the United | 
States and Great Britain under which the authorities, 
of each nation would be authorized to exercise beyond | 
the three-mile limit of terrttorial waters a measure; 
of control over vessels belonging to the other.” In 
its diplomatic verbiage as quoted the proposal effects 
a sort of equitable reciprocity. In plain language, the 
Tnited States asked Great Britain to abandon an 
ancient marine principle, to repeal an international 
law. in order that we might enforce our nonenforcea- 
ble prohibition law. 

Our Government's procedure in the premfses, by 
way of a note from our Secretary of State, was en- 
tirely conventional from the standpoint of diplomatic 
usage. Just the same, it was a presumptuous over- 
ture. It was undertaken, supposably, at the behest 
of our frenzied prohibitionists, who are determined to 
go to any lengths, regardless of law or established 
custom, to make their standard of conduct the rule 
of life. But, so far as Great Britain is concerned, 
we have been firmiy, if politely, advised that the 
three-mile limit to national furisdiction is going to 
stand, that the United States will mot be privileged 
to institute a species of high-seas piracy, with its 
mischievous and ugly possibilities, in order to gratify 
our dry cult. There can be no doubt, either, that 
other nations will make the same reply as Great 
Britain has made, should the State Department be 
inept enough to submit further overtures of this kind. 
America is welcome to her grape-juice obsession, but 
the other nations do not purpose to promote our mad- 
ness by tearing down traditions of the sea or by for- 
feiting their self-respect. 

But if our Government's diplomatic effort to serve 
the dry fanaticism was impolitic it was at least candid 
So much Cannot be said of another attempt of similar 
purpose. A cowardly Congress has tried to accom- 
plish by enmacture what the State Department has 
failed diplomatically to do. There is a rider in the 
new tariff law which undertakes to vest in our 
Government the authority from which Great Britain 
has dissented. The text of this trickery is as follows:

tween the United States and other nations. But the 
fact that the Antisaloon League has power enough 
with Congress to embody such a lawless provision in 
a law shows the unscrupulous character of that or- 
ganization, its contempt for the rights of other peoples’ 
as well as ourselves and its readiness to plunge this 
nation into the disaster of war, if necessary, to main- 
tain prohibition. The revelation ought to make us 
pause.

| a witching stick or “divining roés,”

Recent- 
ly scientists have been considering 
these rods seriously. Prof. Rankin 
of the University of Missouri! ex- 
plains them as consisting of a 
forked stick, usually of willow, 
hazel or witch hazel, which the 
operator holds loosely in his hands 
by two branches, the crotch point- 
ing up toward his chin. When the 
onerator passes a submerged water 
source, the rod turns down. He 
advances two explanations for this 
ation, one is that some unknown 
influence in the mind of the opera- 
tor causes him unconsciously to} 
turn the stick down: the other Is 
that there is actually some attrac- 
tion. possibly electric or magnetic 
| between water and the stick. The 


fact that onlv certain woods can 
be need world point to the latter 
theory, he believed. Demonstrations‘ 
were made. but not al! persons try- 
ing the uee of the stick were suc- 
cessful. The professor claims that

“For now and then the Muse finds 
a small, sweet harvest in the fields 
of spring herself! And I have set 
myself the agreeable task of writing 
a few introductory words to stch a 
sheaf—verses that were originally set 
down in the round, laborious hand of 
a boy of 8—that of a very young 
Greek-American, Constantinas Pavel- 
las. These verses seem to me not 
only unusual in quality, considering 
the very adolescent author, but to be 
remarkable as a reversion in the type 
of their pagan feeling for beauty and 
chiefly beauty of Light.” 

Constantinas is very proud of this 
introduction, and says he is “inspired 
to do better work” every time he 
reads it over.
